Suitable sanitary conditions shall be made 
available to trailers. The foregoing sanitary facilities must 
have the approval of the local Board of Health for each lo- 
cation before a permit is issued by the Building Inspector for 
occupancy of the premises. 


Mr. R. Amoroso, Secretary of the Planning Board, presented 
the following report to the Meeting: 
To the Annual Town Meeting, March 15, 1938, Natick, Mass. 

The Planning Board held a hearing on Article 41 of the warrant 
of the Annual Town Meeting 1938 as provided for under the By- 
Laws. Due notice as prescribed was given by publication. 

No one appeared in opposition. 

The Planning Board have consulted with the Board of Health 
in the study of this matter. It is intended to provide for health as 
well as to properly locate the places where overnight camps and 
trailers may be situated. 
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The United States Public Health Service and other agencies have 
been followed in arriving at the proposed amendment.

Article 42. Voted, unanimously, to amend Section 4.4.6 of the Build- 
ing Code as contained in the Town By-Laws by striking out 
Section 4.4.6 as appearing therein and substituting in place there- 
of the following paragraph: 


Section 4.4.6 Areas of lots for dwellings: lots hereafter 
laid out for dwelling houses in Single-family Residence Dis- 
trict shall contain at least 10,000 sq. ft. for each dwelling and 
in the General Residence and other than Residence Districts 
shall contain at least 8,500 sq. ft. for each one-family dwel- 
ling or 10,000 sq. ft. for each two-family dwelling. Lots on 
record or under consideration by the Board of Survey at the 
time this amendment takes effect in any district may be 
built upon provided all requirements of yard space are com- 
plied with. \ 


Mr. R. Amoroso, Secretary of the Planning Board, presented 
the following report to the Meeting: 
To the Annual Town Meeting, March 15, 1938, Natick, Mass. 

The Planning Board held a hearing on Article 42 of the warrant 
for the Annual Town Meeting 1938, as provided for under the By- 
Laws. Due notice as prescribed was given by publication. 

No one appeared in opposition. 

The Planning Board have viewed with concern the action of the 
towns surrounding Natick in establishing minimum lot sizes much 
larger than our own. 

They include the following: 

Wayland—Present 10,000 sq. ft—Proposed 10,000 to 20,000 sq. ft. 

Weston—Present 10,000 sq. ft. to 40,000 sq. ft. 

Wellesley—Present 10,000 sq. ft—Proposed 15,000 sq. ft. to 

25,000 sq. ft. 

Dover—Present 15,000 sq. ft. to 40,000 sq. ft. 

Sherborn—Present 43,560 sq. ft. or 1 Acre. 

This means that a Real Estate Promoter looking to cut up a 
new section and sell it off in small lots for a quick profit could not 
get into any of the above towns. 

In contrast at present he would find Natick wide open. 

Our own Natick builders, our real-estate men and banks are 
using new lots at least the size suggested in the amendment. 

It is only fair to protect the investments of these men from out- 
siders. 

For individuals who want to build on the present small sized lots 
there are hundreds of registered lots available. These include the 
lots between houses and in developments previously registered which 
would not be affected by this Article. 

We have selected a size of lot which we believe is proper and 
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reasonable for Natick people. It is far lower than the 40,000 sq. ft. 
-in other towns nearby. 
We believe this amendment should be adopted.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON COURT 
HOUSE AND POLICE HEADQUARTERS 
BUILDING 


January 1, 1939. 
Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Natick, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


The Building Committee appointed by the Moderator, under 
authority of Articles 36 and 37, 1937, for the construction of a Court 
House and Police Headquarters Building, submit the following par- 
tial report for the year ending December 31, 1938. 


The original committee appointed was Francis J. Murphy, Chair- 
man; Thomas P. Evans, Secretary; John J. McGrath, John S. M. 
Glidden and Ernest T. Wilson. On November 23, 1937, John S. M. 
Glidden resigned as a member and on November 26, 1937, Ernest T. 
Wilson died. The Moderator appointed Roger B. Farwell and Sum- 
ner P. Annis to fill the vacancies. 


After studying several sketches submitted by various architects 
the Committee selected S. W. Haynes & Associates, 336 Main Street, 
Fitchburg, Mass., to draw up the details of the building. Because 
the building was being constructed with the aid of a Federal grant, 
and that there were several conditions with the Government’s offer, 
it was necessary for the committee to start actual construction on or 
before October 9, 1937, so at that time the contract for the sub- 
structure was awarded to the lowest responsible bidder, Richard 
White Sons, 67 Cherry Place, Newton, Mass. Subsequent to this 
award the contract for super-structure was awarded to the lowest 
responsible bidder, Irving P. Rocheford, 8 Arlington Place, Framing- 
ham, Mass. This contract included everything except the furnish- 
ing of the building. 


The building has been completely equipped with furniture and 
the police department has been furnished with a modern two-way 
police radio station of their own, all from the funds allocated. 


About September 15, 1938, the building was substantially com- 
pleted and the police department moved into their quarters, and after 
negotiations with the County Commissioners by your Honorable 
Board the District Court of Natick is now occupying the upper floor 
of the building. 


At the present time there is a final grant payment due the Town 
from the Federal Government and because of this fact it is recom- 
mended that the present Committee be continued in office until all 
the debts contracted by them in behalf of the Town are liquidated 
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at which time a full and complete report will be filed with your board 
by the Committee.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE APPOINTED FOR 
THE BUILDING OF THE NEW 
SOUTH NATICK SCHOOL 


Mr. Moderator and Citizens of the Town of Natick: 


The following is the report of the committee appointed by you 
for the building of the new school in South Natick. 


__ At town meeting on March 9th, 1937, necessary funds were voted 
with the proviso that a federal grant would be forthcoming. Octo- 
ber 2nd, 1937, federal aid was granted and the town treasurer sold 
$66,000 15 year 234% serial notes. This with *$6,000 from the sale 
of the Wilson School site plus the federal grant afforded $126,000. 


Two locations for the school had been under consideration. One, 
the property of Mr. Boinay, to the north of Eliot Street; the other, 
the property of Mrs. Fred Bailey, to the south of Eliot Street. Both 
properties were eminently suitable. The committee was unable to 
obtain the Boinay property at what they considered a satisfactory 
price. On November 10th, 1937, deed was delivered and title passed 
to the Town of Natick on the Bailey property; approximately 123,500 
square feet of land bounded by Eliot Street on the north, Auburn 
Street on the east and the Charles River on the south, for $8,556.34. 
The architects Messrs. Perry, Shaw and Hepburn completed their 
plans and bids for construction were opened in December and the 
award was made to the lowest bidder, the G. L. & C. Co. 


Actual work by the contractors began January 7th, 1938, and pro- 
ceeded without important interruption till the completion of the 
building and its taking over by the Town of Natick on October 3rd, 
1938. 


As the school is one of the most modern in Massachusetts it 
may be well as a matter of record to insert here a description pre- 
pared by the architects and summarized as follows: 


“The new Eliot School was planned to provide an elementary 
school with an auditorium for school and community purposes. The 
school proper consists of six rooms of thirty-five pupils to each room, 
three class rooms to a floor. 


The outside wall of each room is almost entirely of glass with

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a southeast exposure, the ideal light. Indirect lighting is used in 
all class rooms. The three other walls of each room are painted two 
tones of green, of a shade scientifically blended for maximum eye 
comfort. Ceilings are white to provide reflection for daylight and 
indirect lighting. Each room has the most modern types of wardrobe 
for the children and a private closet for each teacher. Blackboards 
are of slate set in a frame of cork for tacking up displays. All floors 
are covered with highest grade linoleum. Each class room has two 
exits to the corridor. At the end of each corridor is a brick lined 
stairwell, with steel stairs and metal covered doors, affording a safe 
and easy egress in case of emergency. There is also a teachers’ rest 
room with suitable furniture. 


A loggia of brick with blue stone floor connects the auditorium 
with the school. 


The auditorium has a stage and a seating capacity for two hun- 
dred and eighty-eight people. The seats can be stored under the 
stage. The hall is finished in pine with maple floor, and the win- 
dows are shaded with venetian blinds. The ceiling has been provided 
with acoustical treatment to prevent unpleasant reverberation. 


A kitchen and toilet room in the basement can be used in con- 
junction with the auditorium without opening the rest of the school. 


The entire building is heated by oil and all rooms, toilets and 
wardrobes are constantly supplied with fresh air by a most up-to- 
date system of ventilation. 


The playground in the rear is sunny and affords quiet and priv- 
acy for the pupils. It is protected by a chain link fence. During too 
inclement weather the children have a large playroom in the base- 
ment, amply lighted. 


The grounds to the front of school are enclosed by a colonial 
fence of granite posts and wrought iron chains. 


The style of architecture is Early Colonial.” 


The itemized cost of building is as follows:

The net cost of the school to the Town of Natick does not ex- 
ceed $72,000. 


At the time of writing this report the construction account has 
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not been closed; therefore, the above items are not final but are 
approximately correct.

REPORT OF MIDDLESEX COUNTY EXTENSION 
SERVICE 


The following is a report of the work of the Middlesex County | 
Extension Service in Natick for the year 1938: 


Dairy farmers have been advised on feeding for production, 
raising of dairy heifers, how to detect mastitis, and classification of 
infected cows, vaccination of calves against Bang’s disease. Infor- 
mation and advice has been given on improved roughage through 
proper fertilization and early cutting. Mixed grasses and legumes 
have been recommended. Improvement of pastures has been recom- 
mended. George D. Hanchett, Glen Street, put up grass silage for 
the second consecutive year. This year he has a mixture of grass 
and soy beans. 


Many farm visits were made on request to assist farmers with 
their personal problems. Following the hurricane assistance was 
given in the marketing of windfall apples, and ways and means of 
resetting fruit trees, and mouse control, and in the financing of 
damage caused by the storm to farm buildings, and in the salvaging 
of down timber. 


Judges were furnished for the Natick Grange Fair. At this 
time also, a food demonstration was given on the cooking of eggs 
and poultry. 


In boys’ and girls’ 4-H Club work, the following committee as- 
sisted, with Miss Myrtle Markham as chairman: Mrs. Everett Ford, 
Mrs. C. E. Hills, Mrs. A. Mae Baird, Miss Jane Oakes, and Miss 
Mary Haley. The leaders during the year were: Miss Hannah 
Sheehan, Mrs. Horan Langley, and Miss Myrtle Markham. Sixty- 
one girls and fifteen boys were enrolled. Shirley Kilmer, Geraldine 
Regan, and Raymond Taloy were awarded a two-day trip to the 
Massachusetts State College for the excellent work done in 4-H Club 
work. George Barnibo was awarded a blue ribbon in the County

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


December 31, 1938. 
To the Citizens of the Town of Natick: 


The report of the Superintendent of Schools, which follows and 
is a part of this report, gives in detail conditions under which the 
School Department has operated during the year just passed. 


We have given to the children of the town, with the full co- 
operation of the School Department personnel, the educational ad- 
vantages to which they are entitled as far as the facilities at our dis- 
posal would permit. We feel, however, that the town is not getting 
the benefit of the teaching ability available with the present cap- 
able personnel. Better work could be done with elementary school 
buildings designed to take care of a grade to each room. It was dis- 
appointing to lose out at Town Meeting on the plan proposed for a 
new building to take the place of the worn out Lincoln School and 
the addition of two rooms each to the Oak Grove and Bacon Schools. 
Part of the plan was voted, but even that has not materialized be- 
cause of the inability to get P. W. A. funds allocated to us. Were 
these funds available and the work done, the Nathan Rice School 
could be ‘eliminated. This school has been condemned by local au- 
thorities as unfit for occupancy. We must now spend money to put 
the building into condition to use next year. This committee does 
not approve its use as it is equipped at the present time. 


The Bacon and Oak Grove Schools are now equipped with mod- 
ern sanitary facilities, money having been appropriated for that pur- 
pose last year. 


We have a fine new school to replace the old Eliot School at 
South Natick. The old building has been closed and turned over to 
the Selectmen for dispositicn. 


The double session High School is a matter of deep concern to 
the committee as it should be to all the citizens of the Town. As our 
High School curriculum is now administered, our children are not 
afforded the opportunity of securing a full rounded public school 
education. We have had opportunities to correct this matter by the 
assistance of P. W. A. funds; it has been recommended by three 
survey committees and each time turned down at Town Meeting. 
Natick has always enjoyed a good reputation for the quality of scho- 
larship going forth from its Public School System, but, if the present 
method of High School operation continues, we can not maintain the 
high standard. It matters not how high the teaching ability may be. 
Teachers must have time to meet the pupils. This can not be done 
under the present system. 


We recommend a resumption of the single session, by the build- 
ing of a new high school or an addition to the present building. 


Methods of teaching, subjects covered and extra curricular ac- 
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tivities change with the changing times. The administrative and 
teaching staff of our schools have kept abreast with social and eco- 
nomic progress. Activities of the staff are not confined to the school 
rooms. Civic betterments, traffic safety, youth movements and num- 
berless other worthy objects claim their attention and the town is the 
beneficiary. Such being the case, it is of primary importance that 
care be exercised by the committee when necessary replacements in 
the staff are being considered. 


We recommend a careful reading of the report of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Committee: 


The report of the schools for the year 1938 is hereby submitted 
for your consideration. 


Survey of the School Buildings 


It is well at this time to quote from my report of a year ago con- 
cerning the importance of a definite school survey program. 


“Tt seems advisable to work out a definite plan for building re- 
placement which will weigh carefully the relative needs in the var- 
ious districts in the town and to recommend a building program 
which will cover a period of years. The ancient building at South 
Natick is being replaced by a modern school together with an audi- 
torium which can be used for both school and community purposes. 
The Nathan Rice School on Pond Street, as stated in previous re- 
ports, is in a deplorable condition from almost every angle, and 
should be considered next. Some agitation is underway for an ex- 
tension of school facilities in the North Natick district. This section 
of the town is fairly compact and no doubt a building there would 
add greatly to the general development of the district. The present 
school houses about thirty pupils of the first and second grades. The 
remainder of the elementary grade pupils are transported to the 
Felchville School where the enrollment is not large and therefore the 
housing situation not acute. The question, therefore, is not so much 
a matter of relieving congestion as of providing modern school fa- 
cilities in a growing community. The Lincoln School which was re- 
modelled some fifteen years ago will be in need of considerable ad- 
ditional repair work in the near future. The portions of the build- 
ing which were remodelled, such as the floors and ceilings, are in 
good shape but other portions, especially the windows, gutters, etc., 
are badly in need of extensive repairs.” Since the storm of last Sep- 
tember, the roof of the Lincoln building has been in a bad condition 
and several serious leaks have developed. It was possible to make 
some roof repairs after the storm which at best will withstand the 
elements but a short time. Because of the extreme weather wear of 
the frame the exterior was painted last summer which does give the 
building a good appearance greatly belying its true condition. 


The School Survey Committee appointed by the Town Modera- 
tor made a careful study of the school building situation last year and 
during the summer developed a constructive plan for meeting our 
school building needs. In order to take advantage of Federal funds 
in meeting this need the plan was presented in the form of Articles 
at the special town meeting last September. The plan called for a 
replacement of the Nathan Rice and Lincoln Schools. To bring this 
about a two-room addition was recommended to the Bacon School 
and to the Oak Grove School, together with a new building to re- 
place the Lincoln School. The special town meeting voted the two 
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two-room additions with federal financial assistance, but failed to 
vote for the new Lincoln building. This was unfortunate as the two- 
room additions were a part of a general plan of which the new Lin- 
coln was an integral part. It was planned to erect the new Lincoln 
Elementary School in the vicinity of lower Morse Street and the 
Coolidge Park area. This would care for much of the present Lin- 
coln district together with some of the present Oak Grove district. 
The Oak Grove School would care for much of the present Nathan 
Rice district which would be split up between the Bacon, new Lin- 
coln and Oak Grove Schools. Thus the special town meeting voted 
only a portion of this triangle plan. Continuing the old Lincoln will 
mean that the distribution of pupils cannot be worked out to any 
satisfactory degree. The advantage of this plan most commendatory 
is that all schools in the center would be placed on a grade-per-room 
basis. At the present time the Oak Grove, Nathan Rice and Bacon 
Schools are four room buildings housing the first six elementary 
grades, necessitating two grades per room in many of the rooms. 
Eliminating the Nathan Rice and adding a two-room addition at the 
Oak Grove and Bacon Schools would do away with this’ situation. 
The disadvantage of this triangle plan of housing in the center is 
that a number of the children of the Nathan Rice district would have 
farther to travel, a condition which would be emphasized on stormy 
mornings. 


At the time this report is written the Federal funds have not 
been made available for the two-room additions, due perhaps to 
either the desire of the government authorities to provide money for 
brick rather than wooden additions or to the fact that such a small 
part of the sum originally requested was actually voted by the town 
meeting. The original request included the additions, the new Lin- 
coln and Senior High buildings. Regardless of the reason, the fact 
remains that some action should be taken to care for the situation, 
as the Board of Health which required the installation of new sanita- 
tion at the Oak Grove and Bacon Schools at a cost of $6,722.00 defer- 
red action on the deplorable situation at the Nathan Rice School be- 
cause it was assumed that the building would be abandoned. Should 
the Board of Health close this building a housing problem impossible 
of solution would confront the town. It is therefore recommended 
that the present plan of the Survey Committee which was based on 
Federal financial assistance, be re-developed to provide a step by step 
process which will care for the school housing situation on a basis 
which will not financially handicap the town but will in time com- 
plete a program which will eliminate the Nathan Rice School, the 
present Lincoln building, the double grade-per-room, and the double 
session situation at the Senior High School. The problems inherent 
in the high school situation are covered in some detail in the next 
section of this report. 


The Senior High School Double Session 


We are now entering on our fourth year of the two-platoon plan 
at the Senior High School with a total enrollment this year of 644, 
four less than the total enrollment at this time last year. A study 
of the enrollment in the grades below the high school indicates that 
the Senior High School population will remain fairly constant during 
the next few years. This number will be from one hundred to one 
hundred and fifty more than can possibly be properly cared for on a 
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one-session basis in the present high school building. Each year in 
my annual report I have called attention to the handicaps under 
which our pupils are working, in spite of the efforts of the faculty 
and administration to reduce these handicaps to a minimum. As yet, 
however, the community has not felt itself financially able to provide 
the facilities for putting the school back on a normal schedule. 


The faculty has continued, however, to concentrate upon the im- 
provement of the courses of study and upon refinements of teaching 
procedures in order that the young people of Natick may receive the 
greatest possible benefit from the limited time and facilities available 
to them in the high school. A large percentage of our teachers have 
been taking professional courses in search of new ideas, techniques, 
and materials to help improve the efficiency of instruction. There 
are, however, certain factors beyond the control of the faculty which 
definitely curtail the educational efficiency of the teaching staff. 
Chief among these factors are limited time of pupils in the class 
room; physical fatigue of both pupils and teachers due to late after- 
noon classes and artificial light; lack of facilities for properly caring 
for all phases of an educational program. So long as circumstances 
limit the net school day for the majority of pupils to slightly more 
than four hours, the community cannot reasonably expect its young 
people to get the maximum benefit from what the teachers have to 
offer them in either group instruction or individual help and guid- 
ance. So long as circumstances require that more than one-third of 
the high school population must meet for class instruction toward the 
end of the day when they must contend with physical fatigue and 
eyestrain, the community cannot reasonably expect them to profit as 
much from the instruction provided as they would under moré favor- 
able conditions. It must be remembered that practically all youth up 
to 17 or 18 years of age now look to the public high school for an 
educational program which will meet intellectual, social, civic and 
vocational needs. These needs cannot be adequately met with only 
twenty hours of instruction out of a week’s one hundred and sixty- 
eight hours, even under the best of conditions. When these condi- 
tions are far from the best, the struggle is much greater and the re- 
sults less satisfactory. 


I wish to quote from a recent letter from the Commissioner of 
Education: 


“Ts there not something which can be done to alleviate 
this condition (handicaps of the two-platoon system)? 
There are sixty communities, by actual count, in Massachu- 
setts which either have or will have new high school build- 
ings or sizable additions since 1935, thus rendering it pos- 
sible for them to render adequate educational service. 
Where this is true of so many communities, those which are 
inadequate become more prominent. There are only six 
with a two-platoon system in Massachusetts. I dislike very 
much to take any drastic action but it seems only fair that 
where the above situation exists, that your Class A rating 
should be placed in jeopardy.—I certainly hope that some 
action toward the alleviation of this situation may be taken 
in the near future.” 


Conferences with a representative of the State Department, and 
inspection of our high school situation by the State Supervisor of 
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Secondary Education, have led to a postponement of any immediate 
action by the State Commissioner, pending the completion of an ele- 
mentary building program and the retirement of the Junior High 
School bonds which mature within the next three years. It is very 
doubtful if our high school can maintain its A rating indefinitely un- 
less adequate facilities are provided for a normal high school pro- 
gram on a single-session basis.

It can be seen from the table above that the Town of Natick 
owes $139,800 for school buildings, over $80,000 of which will be paid 
off within the next three years. When the condition of the school 
buildings and the school debt of the town are considered together, it 
would seem logical to care for the elementary school situation imme- 
diately and then start action on the new high school in 1941, when 
the Coolidge Junior High School will be completely paid for. 


Compulsory School Laws 


Increasing costs of education are based not only on reasonable 
standards of education but also on increased costs of services ren- 
dered by the school system. A large number of young people are 
requesting admission to vocational schools in Newton, Waltham and 
Boston. This tuition must be paid from the school budget. Addi- 
tional transportation must be provided for students of the afternoon 
session living in the outlying districts. The W. P. A. and other or- 
ganizations within the town are using our school buildings several 
evenings per week throughout the winter session. The fuel and light 
must be provided by the school department. In addition compulsory 
school laws require that certain services be maintained by every 
school system. To provide a common basis for understanding some 
of the problems confronting the committee I believe that it is well to 
summarize a majority of the laws of the Commonwealth pertaining 
to education. 

1. Required subjects: Orthography, reading, writing, the English 
language and grammar, geography, arithmetic, drawing, the history 
and constitution of the United States, the duties of citizenship, phys- 
iology and hygiene, good behavior, indoor and outdoor games and 
athletic exercises, effects of alcoholic drinks, stimulants and narcotics _ 
on the human system, tuberculosis and its control. (Chapter 71, Sec- 
tion 1). 

2. Towns and cities must provide and maintain a sufficient num- 
ber of school houses properly furnished for accommodation of all 
children therein. (Chapter 71, Section 68). 


3. Every town shall maintain a sufficient number of schools for 
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the instruction of all children who may legally attend a public school 
therein. (Chapter 71, Section 1). 


4. Elementary schools must be in session 160 days. (Chapter 
71, Section 1). 


5. High Schools must be in session 180 days. (Chapter 71, Sec- 
tion 4). 

6. Towns of over 500 families must maintain a high school with 
a course four years in length. (Chapter 71, Section 4). 


7. Towns and cities must print the annual report of the School 
Committee. (Chapter 72, Section 4). 


8. Female assistants required in classes having 50 or more pu- 
pils. (Chapter 71, Section 29). 


9. Free textbooks and supplies required. (Chapter 71, Section 
45). 

10. School physician and school nurse required. (Chapter 71, 
Section 53). 

11. Superintendents of schools required. (Chapter 71, Sections 
59, 61). 

12. Vocational Education—Residents of towns not maintaining 
approved independent industrial, agricultural, or household arts 
schools offering the type of education desired may at the discretion 
of the Commissioner attend in another town. The town of residence 
is responsible for tuition. (Reimbursed 50% by State). (Chapter 74, 
Section 7). 


13. Supervisors of attendance required. (Chapter 77, Section 
12.) 


14. Transportation of pupils to public schools may be required 
when residence is more than two miles from school. (Chapter 71, 
Section 68). : 


15. Special classes required in towns having ten children three 
years mentally retarded. (Chapter 71, Section 46). 


16. Home instruction required in towns having five or more 
children so handicapped that attendance at school is impossible. 
(Chapter 71, Section 46A). 


17. Annual physical examination of all school children required. 
(Chapter 71, Section 54). 


18. School bus regulations. (Chapter 271, Acts of 1932). 


19. The Italian language shall be taught upon written request 
of parents of not less than fifteen pupils. (Chapter 241, Acts of 
1938). 


20. Upon application of twenty or more residents who are eight- 
een years of age or over certifying that they desire to attend a class 
for instruction in the use of English and other subjects adapted to 
fit persons for American citizenship, the school committee shall es- 
tablish and cause to be conducted a class or classes. (Chapter 442, 
Section 1 and 2, Acts of 1938). 


Development of a Reading Program 
Much effort has been made in the past year to develop and im- 
prove our reading program for the elementary grades. The prin- 
cipal objective of the first three grades or what is known as the pri- 
mary part of our school system is to teach children to read. Since 
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our purpose is to help the child acquire a love for reading, and since 
we know that a love of good books develops gradually through many 
satisfying reading experiences, and that indifference to books results 
from a lack of genuine satisfaction from reading opportunities over 
a considerable period of time; the first, second, and third grades 
must accept the large responsibility of teaching the children to read 
in such a way that their reading is joyful, thoughtful, and satisfying 
at every step. 


University Schools of Education have been giving much time and 
study to reading problems and courses for teachers have been or- 
ganized to further the study. Last year a committee of our teach- 
ers was appointed to study systems and materials available. The 
findings of this committee have been put into effect this year in the 
first grade rooms and good progress has been made. These first 
grade teachers have held frequent meetings to improve conditions 
and to solve problems arising. They have also visited with one ano- 
ther in order to acquaint themselves with various types of problems 
and with progress made. Some children are unable to read up to 
the standard of their group. In some towns and cities a coaching 
service or helping teacher is provided for these young people. This 
plan is very beneficial and at one time was in vogue in our Natick 
Schools. At the beginning of the depression the position was elimin- 
ated and has never been re-established. In our junior and senior 
high schools, pupils are grouped in accordance with their ability to 
grasp the school work and modified work is provided to meet the 
needs of those having difficulty. 


Organization of Positions of Matron and Attendance Officer 


Last April a new position, that of matron at the Senior High 
School was created and combined with the vacant position of At- 
tendance Officer. A great need for the services of a matron de- 
veloped with the advent of the double session. Pupils are entering 
and leaving the building at various times during the entire school 
day. The girls’ sanitaries, lockers and coat rooms could never be 
supervised or cared for during the school hours by the janitors. The 
combination of this recently created position, with the recently va- 
cated part time position of attendance officer, made a substantial full 
time appointment, and made it possible for us to care for in greater 
detail portions of our administrative program needing such attention. 
The selection of a woman cared for the matron’s position and, al- 
though it may have been a departure from custom, it also brought 
certain advantages to the position of attendance officer. Many home 
visits are made in the interest of pupils and in nearly every case it 
is the mother who is at home and with whom the representative 
from the schools may confer pertaining to the situation at hand. 


Physical Education and Athletics 


The assistance of the entire teaching staff is necessary in order 
that any school system have a worth while functioning physical edu- 
cation program. This cooperation is shown to a marked degree in 
Natick thus helping greatly to achieve the ends and aims of physi- 
cal education. In the elementary schools our program has been a 
definite one, supervised in alternate weeks by the supervisor who re- 
ceives written weekly reports on the work carried out by regular 
teachers. An organized athletic program for boys of the elementary 
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grades includes a basketball league in the winter season and a base- 
ball league in the spring. At the Junior High School we have a 
full time man and woman who handle hygiene classes in addition to 
the physical education program for both boys and girls. This is an 
advantage in tying up our physical education work in the gymnasium 
with courses of the academic program. An extensive athletic pro- 
gram has been carried on in this building in which nearly all the 
pupils are given the opportunity to participate. Games are con- 
ducted on an intramural and interschool basis. In the Senior High 
School physical education is no longer required because of the double 
session. This means that many boys and girls who need this type of 
education fail to get it. The double session also greatly handicaps 
the effective development of school teams. Although sophomore pu- 
pils, both boys and girls, who desire to participate, and who are will- 
ing to present themselves in the morning, are given training in 
seasonable games, they cannot profit so much from this training as 
they might if they were able to practice with more experienced play- 
ers. Obviously Natick teams are at a disadvantage when playing 
against teams from neighboring schools having three or four years in 
which to develop their athletic program. 


Cultural Advantages Offered by Library 


The Morse Institute has closely associated itself with us in pro- 
viding many cultural advantages to the pupils. Branch libraries have 
been conducted at East and North Natick. Books in ample quanti- 
ties have been provided for reading tables in our various school 
buildings. Instruction in the most advantageous uses of the Insti- 
tute has been given to many of our pupils above the third grade. 
Much reference material has been made available to the pupils of our 
Junior and Senior High Schools. This cooperation is very worth- 
while and much appreciated. 


Cooperation of Outside Organizations 


In our attempts to make a study of all our pupils and to act as 
far as possible to correct bad conditions and to improve situations, 
we have been generously supported morally and financially, by sever- 
al local organizations. But few cases were found this year where 
pupils could not attend school because they did not have proper 
clothing. Due credit should be given to the charitable organizations 
and the Welfare Department for alleviating this condition. The 
Massachusetts Guild for the Hard of Hearing tested every child 
above the third grade with the Audiometer. FEjighteen children found 
to be handicapped by serious loss of hearing were given the services 
of an ear specialist through the generosity of the local post of the 
American Legion. The Legion has also made it possible for us to 
provide a hundred bottles of milk each school day to underweight 
and needy children. The Natick Visiting Nurse Association spon- 
sors the dental clinic which operates three mornings a week at the 
Junior High School. This year six hundred and forty-four children 
were cared for. The State Department of Health X-rayed and ex- 
amined thirty-seven children having some effect of T. B. From this 
clinic six children were sent to the Bolton Health Camp during July 
and August. A tonsil and adenoid clinic sponsored by the Catholic 
Woman’s Club cared for twenty-seven children during the summer. 
The Teachers’ Club has generously paid from their eyeglass fund for 
eighteen children who needed glasses. Senior and Junior High 
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School students donated money, food, toys and clothing at Christ- 
mas time which enabled us to give many worthy families a happier 
holiday.

The annual clinics for the inoculation of dogs against Rabies 
were held at the various precincts of the town during the month of 
April.

Report of the Public Health Nurse

Gentlemen: 


The following report is a summary of my work for the year 1938. 
CONTAGIOUS DISEASE 


The number of contagious disease cases requiring quarantine and 
supervision this year were 413. A total of 970 home visits for quar- 
antine and check-up were required on these cases. 


Scarlet fever was most prevalent during the latter part of the 
winter, 76 being the total number of cases reported. Of these cases 
30 received treatment at Brighton Contagious Hospital, and the re- 
maining 46 were quarantined at home. 


Mumps and chicken pox were reported in mild epidemics from 
the various town districts, 137 mumps and 169 chicken pox being 
the total for the year. Whooping cough and measles were not prev- 
alent at any time during the past year, 20 whooping cough and only 
7 measle cases being reported. 


No cases of diphtheria have been reported here for two years, but 
we continue to emphasize the necessity of having all children pro- 
tected against the disease to prevent an outbreak. Four free clinics 
were held by the Health Department, in conjunction with the School 
Department, for the Immunization of children against diphtheria. A 
total of 186 children over the age of six months received the pro- 
tective treatment at these clinics. 


Daily health supervision was also given at St. Patrick’s School 
during the school term. A total of 220 home visits were made by me 
to pupils as part of our contagious disease control. 


Follow-up visits numbering 18 were made to cases of genito in- 
fectious disease cases who had failed to report to Clinics or private 
physicians for treatment. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


During the year 2 cases of pulmonary tuberculosis and 2 cases of 
other forms were reported. 
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Twelve cases of pulmonary tuberculosis received treatment dur- 
ing the year at Middlesex County Sanatorium, 1 case at North Read- 
ing State Sanatorium and 1 case at the Lakeville State Sanatorium. 
Ten cases were discharged to their homes from Sanatoria, 1 case 
was re-admitted to Middlesex County Sanatoria, and 1 case is await- 
ing admission to the Lakeville State Sanatorium. Three deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis occurred during the year. 


For the past year 40 discharged sanatoria patients, tubercular 
contacts and suspect cases were supervised at Middlesex County 
Out-Patient Clinic. 19 new persons also went through the Diagnos- 
tic Clinic. 

In addition to the above the Middlesex County School Clinic 
conducted their annual follow-up of reactors and suspect cases among 
the school children found in their previous skin testing and X-ray 
program. From this school group were chosen the children for 
Health Camp. This year the proceeds of the Christmas Seal Sale 
was used to send 7 Natick children to our Health Camp at Bolton for 
the period of one month. 


CHILD HYGIENE 


The number of new registrations at our weekly Well-child Con- 
ferences were 248, and a group of 183 children re-registered during 
the year. There were also 24 other infants contacted in the home. 
Other home visits in the interest of child hygiene numbered 212 this 
year. 


Babies attending our conferences are given a physical examina- 
tion by our attending physician. Mothers are given formula and diet 
advice for the infants and the babies are weighed and measured pe- 
riodically. 


Cases of illness or defects requiring treatment are referred to 
their family physician or to Clinics maintained for this purpose.

Gentlemen: 


308 samples of milk, representing 32 dairies, were examined in 
the laboratory during the year 1938. 


As usual, the examination included the determination of fat and 
total solids, the reductase test for keeping quality, and the gross and 
microscopical examination of the sediment for the presence of dirt, 
bacteria and cells. Of the 308 samples, none was below the legal 
standard for butter fat content, 6 were slightly deficient in total 
solids, and all were satisfactory in the reductase test, sediment test 
and microscopical examination. 


One special examination for the presence of hemolytic strepto- 
cocci was requested, and performed. No pathogenic organisms were 
found in this sample, which was also satisfactory on direct micro- 
scopical examination. 

On the whole, one may infer from the results of the laboratory 
examination that the milk supplied to the town is of uniformly high 
quality, from the stand-point of chemical constitution, cleanliness, 
and effectiveness of pasteurization.

REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS

Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report as Inspector of Animals for the year 
ending December 31, 1938. 


The inspection of neat cattle, sheep, swine and goats, as 
ordered by the Department of Agriculture, Division of Livestock 
Disease Control, was made during the month of December. A cer- 
tificate of health was given to the owners or persons in charge when 
animals were found to be healthy. 


Seventy-six premises were visited and inspected by me during 
the year. 2226 cattle were examined, 1553 swine, 542 cows, 88 heifers, 
22 bulls, 15 goats and 6 sheep. With few exceptions the animals 
were found to be in good condition and the premises clean. Cows 
shipped in from out of State were examined and released from 
quarantine. 


During 1938 a number of dogs were examined on complaint, 
60 having bitten one or more persons. These dogs were placed 
under quarantine for the regulation period of fourteen days, after 
which they were re-examined and released, on order of the Division 
of Livestock Disease Control. 


During the month of April of this year the annual free clinics 
for the inoculation of dogs against Rabies were held in the various 
precincts of the town. These clinics were conducted by the local 
Board of Health and have been a factor in reducing the number 
of Rabies cases in the town. There were no cases of Rabies re- 
ported during 1938 in the town of Natick.

I hereby submit my Annual Report as Superintendent of Fire 
Alarms for the year 1938. 


Owing to the hurricane, considerable damage was done to the 
fire alarm system by the falling down of trees and carrying down 
the wires with them. All circuits were out of commission although 
we were fortunate that no boxes were injured in any way. Of 
the forty-six miles of wire on the four circuits, six miles of same 
was ruined in the storm. The system was back in working order 
after a period of forty-two days.

The above required a total of 21,560 feet of single number ten 
copper loom tree wire and 10,647 feet of two conductor Ferrin cable. 


We have been notified by the Boston Edison Co. that they plan 
to remove seventeen poles running on private property off Marion 
Street which are holding our wires. These wires will be obliged 
to be taken off and another location found for same, during the 
coming year. 
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All grounds have been removed from the different circuits and 
a new indicator installed in the Central Fire Station. 


Circuit number one should be finished this year with single 
number ten copper rubber loom wire. 


We find it is not advisable to use iron wire where same has to 
run through trees, it being frequently broken by the continual 
rubbing due to the swaying of the trees in the wind. Also, due to 
not having any covering, considerable power is lost when the tree is 
wet or damp during all kinds of wet weather. 


In conclusion I wish to thank all those who in any way assisted 
me in keeping the fire alarm system in proper working order dur- 
ing the past year.

The entire number of arrests for offences committed in Natick 
for the year ending December 31, 1938, was 700, an increase of 24% 
over the corresponding period of the previous year. Of this number

Totals 1 1 0 156 119 37 101 
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Since September 15th the Department has been occupying the 
recently completed police headquarters and court building, which, 
judging from favorable comments heard on all sides, has been well 
received even by those who formerly were opposed to its location 
and color. The public is cordially invited at any time to inspect 
this building of which we are so proud. In.the basement may be 
found the only Public Comfort Stations in the Town, and a garage 
for two cars, motorcycle and workbench; a revolver range and _ sto- 
rage vaults. On the first floor is located the Police Department, 
including a woman’s cell room with one cell; the men’s cell block 
containing eight cells; Chief’s office; guard room; and booking 
office where the master set of the Two-way radio is installed, 
which has already proved to be of great value. 


The second floor, including heating, lighting and janitor ser- 
vice, is rented to the County for the District Court quarters, the 
Court Room itself being one of the finest of its size within a radius 
of many miles. At this time I wish to acknowledge the Department’s 
indebtedness to those citizens who have made possible the erection 
of this much needed building which should serve to increase the 
efficiency of the Department and inspire the officers to a more 
earnest performance of their duties. 


In conclusion I wish to thank those who have assisted me and 
co-operated in the work of the department.

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REPORT OF NATICK TRAFFIC COMMITTEE 


December 30, 1938. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Each year since the inception of a definite form of attack upon 
our traffic problems in 1935, the automobile accident situation has 
improved over that of each preceding year. This year, 1938, has 
been no exception and a study of accidents in 1938 by location 
and type has failed to add new locations of hazard to those 
recognized in the past. 


On town highways and streets, the area having the most 
alarming record in 1938 is East Central Street near Washington 
and Park Streets. Five pedestrians were injured at this location. 
Collisions at other locations were scattered or of a type which does 
not point out the need of safety measures in addition to those 
now in use or previously recommended. It is of some significance 
that five cross-collisions occurred at stop signs through failure of 
motorists to obey the signs. 


On state highways a marked improvement in accident records 
in Natick are noted except for that part of Route 9 (Worcester 
Turnpike) between Oak Street and Grove Road in East Natick. 


The maintenance of white traffic lines and traffic signs has 
been increasingly unsatisfactory each year because of the limited 
funds appropriated for this work. This situation has reached an 
alarming point and unless the maintenance of measures already 
established is stabilized by the appropriating of sufficient funds, 
the advantages acquired thus far will be gradually lost. Poorly 
maintained signs and worn out traffic lines are not effective accident 
preventatives. White lines, once obliterated call for much additional 
expense for replacement because of necessary remeasurement. 


Since no specific corrective recommendations are herein made 
for 1939, in addition to those made for 1938, which were not fulfilled, 
a concerted effort should be made for a 100% maintenance program. 


No funds expended by the town are as productive in reducing 
loss of life and property as are the few dollars spent for traffic 
safety. 


In order that this important phase of safety work may be 


carried to a successful conclusion in 1939, appropriations will be 
needed as follows:

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE RELATIVE TO 
THE WIDENING OF SPEEN STREET BRIDGE 
over the Boston and Albany Railroad Tracks 


The Committee appointed by the Moderator under vote of the 
Town at the Annual Town Meeting for 1938, under article 19 of the 
warrant, attended the public hearing on this matter which was held 
at the office of the County Commissioners at East Cambridge on 
July 8, 1938, the Massachusetts Department of Public Works, Bos- 
ton and Albany Railroad and the National Guard being represented 
at the hearing. 


Several conferences were held by members of the Committee 
with various parties interested. 


At the Public Hearing the representatives. of the Boston and 
Albany Railroad stated that it was of no advantage to the Railroad 
Company to have the bridge widened. The County Commissioners 
were of the ePinienas that the widening was not necessary at this 
time. 


The estimated cost to do this work would be about $80,000.00 of 
which the Town would be. obliged to pay from 50% to 60% of the 
cost as shown by the assessments levied on projects of this nature. 


In view of the above facts and as the traffic survey made in 
1934 shows that only about sixty vehicles pass over this bridge hour- 
ly the Committee is of the opinion that action on this matter should 
be delayed until such time as conditions are more favorable.

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
and Citizens of the Town of Natick. 


This year as you all know a calamity has happened to our Shade 
Trees. It seemed as if we were getting a pretty good looking Town 
though there was room for 5000 more trees that could be planted. 


Through help from the W. P. A. and considerable help from the 
Edison Company of dead wood removal in all trees where there were 
wires and our own men we had the town in a condition where the 
danger from falling dead and decayed limbs was practically no- 
thing. Then this terrible catastrophe had to happen. It seems as 
if I had lost many of my old friends. There was approximately 
twelve hundred and fifty roadside trees blown down or broken so 
badly that they have to come down. 


The Town on the night of September 2lst and the morning of 
September 22nd was certainly a sorryful looking spectacle. Our 
department worked nearly all night the first night and from early 
in the morning until dark for days and the Park Department came 
on to assist us and with the assistance of practically the full force 
of the W. P. A. and the Public Works Street Department the streets 
were put in a passable condition comparable to none of our surround- 
ing Towns. 


After a short time assisting clearing the Highways our depart- 
ment set to work removing trees that had fallen on the houses and 
all that we removed not one dollar’s worth of damage was done other 
than what the storm done. 


_ With our Department men there has been a W. P. A. crew tak- 
ing off the tops of trees to come down and broken limbs, tree butts 
and taking out stumps. 


A large majority of our standing trees are in sad need of atten- 
tion. Many ragged wounds that should be attended to soon as pos- 
sible as they catch water and soon go to decay if not treated. Also 
of all the broken limbs that have been removed none of them have 
had the final cuts and this is a long job and if not cut properly so 
they can heal over it means cavities. 


As the saying goes there is no great loss without some small 
gain and this is that many families have got a iarge amount of fuel. 
For the first few weeks we were glad to have anyone have it. Any- 
thing to have it cleared from the Highway but later wherever it was 
not wanted by the abutter we made an effort to salvage it for the 
Welfare Department with the result that a good many loads of wood 
were delivered through this source for the relief of Welfare Recip- 
ients. This has been a considerable saving for this Department. 
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No trees were planted the past year as we were planning to 
plant in the Fall but on account of the hurricane we have had to 
put in all our time on storm damage. We have 87 trees bought and 
healed in and will be planted in the spring.

REPORT OF THE MOTH SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Natick, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


We were very fortunate the past year in having climatic con- 
ditions in March when the mercury reached high records for several 
days which caused the Gypsy Moth Eggs to swell to the point of 
hatching and then later turned cold and froze them up. This has 
happened only twice in over thirty years. If it had not been for this, 
vast areas of woodlands would have been defoliated. As it was 
some stripping was done in the north part of the Town. A large 
acreage in the Town of Weston was defoliated along our line. By 
creosoting and spraying we were able to keep our borders green. The 
egg clusters in these areas are very numerous again this year and 
hard work is necessary to stop defoliation the coming year. The 
western parts of the Town have many egg masses and careful work 
must be done here. The balance of the Town is in very good shape, 
but we must keep after them or they will soon get a start and then 
it is not so easy to get them under control. 


We have a W. P. A. crew in the woodlands again this year and 
they are doing very good work.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


The Morse Institute was opened for the use of our citizens on 
January lst, 1873, and its first annual report revealed that 27,143 
volumes had been given out during the year,—an average of about 
four for each inhabitant of the town. The carefully prepared 
standards of the American Library Association fix a minimum of 
five books per year for each inhabitant as a standard for any well 
established Library. 


Our figures for 1938—a circulaton of 153,081, averaging about 
eleven for each inhabitant,—show how far we have advanced beyond 
the minimum requirements. 


Whatever progress has been made is due to the splendid way 
in which all our friends have co-operated with the Trustees to make 
the Morse Institute the success it is. 


Your Trustees met for organization immediately after our 
election at the Annual Town Meetng on March 7th. Mr. A. J. Doon, 
who has served with such fidelity and efficiency since his election 
as President of the Board in November, 1930, asked to be relieved 
of further service in that office. He felt that the honors and the respon- 
sibilities of the position should now be borne by some other Trustee.

We 
have plans for the further extended usefulness which we hope to 
present in the near future.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Morse Institute: 


Unlike the world at large we, at the Morse Institute, found 
1938 a very uneventful year. There were no crises, no major changes, 
and certainly no unemployment. Our circulation of 153,081 (Adult 
107,344—-Young People’s 45,737) represents an increase of 18,679 
over 1937 and is, of course, the largest in the history of the Library. 
This increased circulation has accounted for nearly every minute 
of our working day. 


Our two branches have proved through the year that they are 
filling a very real need. They are taxing to the extreme limit the 
carrying power of the passenger car that transports the books to 
and fro each week. 7,206 books have been given out this last year 
at North Natick and 9,540 at East Natick, making a total of 16,746 
books circulated at the branches. With only five hours a week at 
each branch it means strenuous work for the one person in charge. 
Should there be much of an increase in circulation, extra help 
would be needed. 


For more than a year we have been reserving the new fiction. 
We feel that the accommodation it has given the public quite justifies 
the extra time and work involved. For us it has been of help in 
giving us a gauge by which we can measure a book’s popularity. 
When there are twenty or more reserve slips for a given book, with 
more coming in, we feel that the purchase of another copy is justified. 
Without the reserve slips many people would never think of making 
their wishes known to us. The system has, we think, promoted a 
friendlier feeling between the Library and its clients, for it has 
emphasized our desire to serve in any possible way. 


Books from the Adult and Young People’s departments are still 
taken every Wednesday morning to the Junior High School for 
distribution to the scholars of the seventh, eighth and ninth grades, 
with an average circulation of eighty-five books a morning. Nearly one 
hundred new books have been added to the school collection this year, 
giving greater variety to the twenty-seven deposits which are sent every 
six weeks to the grade schools by the Young People’s department. 


Book Week was celebrated as usual with an exhibition of new 
books, supplemented by posters made by school children, and those 
sent by the publishers. An attractive display of penguins, to illus- 
trate “Mr. Popper’s Penguins,” was made by Warren Winner, who 

has made many posters for the Adult department. Another attrac- 
rion was a-collection of dolls represet#tingwthirteen-different countries, 
which was loaned by the Children’s M@seum of Jamaica Plain. 


As for some years past, the members of the Sophomore class at 
the High School came this fall to the Library, in groups of twenty, 
for a half hour of instruction in the use of the reference books and 
the catalog. This year Miss Loomer instructed grades four, five 
and six of the Oak Grove, Nathan Rice and Bacon schools in the 
arrangement of the books in the Young People’s department. 
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Books were presented to the Library by: Mr. Eugene Ames, 
Mr. Horace B. Gale, Mr. Richard Gregg, Mr. Robert W. Harwood, 
Miss Mary McGrath, Mr. Harold O. Mann, Miss Carolyn J. Peck 
of Wellesley Hills, Mrs. Ruth Smith, Miss Marjorie Thurber and 
Father Sweeney. Mr. and Mrs. Daniel H. Wight have again given 
us the Natick Bulletin of the past year, for binding. 


The flowers that decorated our desk during the summer were 
presented by: Miss Lucille Brooks, Mr. Charles Emery, Mrs. George 
Forbes, Mrs. Nettie Hurd, Miss Josephine Mahard, Mrs. Frank F. 
Pulsifer and Mrs. Hilda Sweet. There is, we think, nothing that 
gives more pleasure to a greater number of people than these 
beautiful and often unusual flowers and plants. 


Our book marks were given us this year by Valley Farm and 
Natick Federal Savings and Loan Association. The Natick Girl 
Scouts also gave some with their very attractive Girl Scout pictures. 
The defacing of the books by turning down corners has practically 
been stopped by these gifts. 


The Natick Bulletin and Natick Herald came regularly as a gift 
from the publishers who have also very kindly printed the Library 
Column each week. 


There was very little change in the list of magazines given us 
this last year. “Advance” and “The Missionary Herald” were the 
gift of Miss Bertha Randall; “America,” of the Catholic Woman’s 
Clubs “Church; Miltant,” sof St. Paul*soParisho and = Lhee spies 
Missions,” of the Woman’s Auxiliary of the Episcopal Church. Rev. 
Chester A. Porteus has added “The Witness.” 


Other gifts of papers and periodicals are the “National Historical 
Magazine” (D. A. R.), “Elks,” “Middlesex County Bulletin,” “Na- 
tional News of the American Legion Auxiliary,” “Rotarian,” “Rosi- 
crusian Digest,” “Life and Health,” and “National Humane Review,” 
from their organizations and publishers. 


There were several changes on our magazine list for 1938. We 
dropped “Flowers and Gardens” and “American Mercury” and 
added “Athletic Journal,” legal edition of “Banker and Tradesman,” 
“Consumer’s Digest,” “Fortune,” “Hobbies,” “Model Railroader and 
Modelmaker,” “New Republic,” “Science, News Letter,” “Sky,” 
Theatre Arts Monthly,” “World Horizon,” and “World Youth.” Of 
all the newcomers on the list “Fortune” is by far the most popular. 


The comfort of the staff has been very considerably increased 
by the installation of a drinking fountain. In the Young People’s 
department a large electric fan was installed. During the summers 
the heat in the children’s room has been almost unbearable. The 
relief given by the fan makes the room a far more attractive place 
for the children as well as for the librarian. 


The reference work done by the High School students has in- 
creased to such an extent that we are casting about for some means 
of expansion within the next year or two. We hope that it may be 
possible to use the “Exhibition room” for a High School study and 
reference room, and so make way for the adults who are in danger 
of being crowded out in our present reference section. 


There is a very real interest at present in world affairs. Mrs. 
Florence Ramsdell has been appointed as chairman of a group in 
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the Woman’s Club, studying International Relations. The meetings, 
at the invitation of the librarian, are held in the Library once a 
month. The first meeting was held Dec. 14. 


We are very grateful to Chief Evans and his officers for their 
co-operation in cases of extreme delinquency. 


I extend my sincere thanks to the Trustees, the staff and the 
janitor for their support and co-operation during the past year.

We herewith submit our report for the year ending December 
31, 1938. 


Evergreens were planted at the four corners of the Common 
and along with the usual flower beds they greatly added to the 
beauty of the park.

All new 
wood received a coat of paint. 


Though 150 cubic yards of sand had been spread along Memorial 
Beach the heavy rains of July washed it all away. 


Due to the same rains, we were requested by the Board of Health 
to close the beach at South Natick for the season. A temporary bath- 
house was erected at the South Natick beach as a result of com- 
plaints received of bathers changing clothes in the shrubs about the 
Park. 


The Hurricane of September 21, did a tremendous amount of 
damage to the Parks and necessitated an over-draft to take care of 
the emergency work. The damage is itemized as follows: 


Seven trees were lost on the Common. These were chopped up 
and the stumps removed. Twenty-one trees were trimmed of broken 
branches. The park benches were repaired also being badly dam- 
aged. 


At Coolidge Playground a large tree fell across a section of the 
bleachers completely demolishing the whole section. This section 
was removed as it was not practical to repair it. Thirty feet of 
chain-link fence was broken down and repaired temporarily. 
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At South Natick four trees were lost at Shaw Park. Six trees 
were lost at Hunnewell Park, these were chopped up and removed. 
Seven trees were straightened and cabled. 


Approximately 200 trees were lost in the Coolidge Woods; no 
work has been done here as yet, a W. P. A. project has been filed 
to take care of this park. 


Memorial Beach lost 1100 trees, actual count. A W. P. A. pro- 
ject is now working to clear the fallen trees, all wood being cut into 
four foot lengths and given to the Welfare Department, the brush 
is burnt, all stumps removed and all dangerous limbs trimmed from 
the surviving trees.

REPORT OF THE TOWN FOREST COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Natick, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: 


The Hunnewell Memorial Town Forest suffered severely from 
the wrath of the September hurricane—a total loss of about 2,500 
trees having been sustained. 


While the damage to the deciduous trees is appalling, the ever- 
greens in the path of the storm were in very large numbers up- 
rooted and entirely destroyed. Hemlocks unsurpassed in eastern 
Massachusetts, according to the opinion of State experts, were largely 
exterminated over sizable areas. 


Remarkable progress has been made in removing and burning 
the slash, thereby greatly reducing the fire hazard. This work was 
performed by W. P. A. labor, supervised by Tree Department rep- 
resentatives. Provided W. P. A. or similar workers are available, it 
is the intention to make extensive plantings of evergreens early in 
the spring. Seedlings, it is expected, will be obtainable from the 
Commonwealth without cost to the town. 


Salvage from the storm in the form of cord wood has been placed 
at the disposal of the Welfare Department. The greatest problem 
remaining is to dispose, to the best possible advantage, of the logs 
suitable for timber. An effort will be made to interest the North- 
eastern Timber Salvage Administration or other proper governmen- 
tal agency.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


The Trustees of the Leonard Morse Hospital submit their report 
for the year ended December 31, 1938. 


Improvements to buildings, equipment and changes in manner 
of operating have been made, enabling us to better service the com- 
munity. The buildings are in good condition, but need painting. 
The roof of the boiler house must be replaced. This work has been 
postponed for some time due to the shortage of funds, but it will be 
necessary in the very near future. The Airing Ward addition to the 
new wing, donated to the Hospital, was completed this year and it 
has been a tremendous help and comfort to the convalescent patients. 
The X-Ray Room on the operating floor was completed also and has 
increased the efficiency of the department greatly. The old X-Ray 
room in the basement has been renovated and is now utilized by 
the Staff for their meetings. Another necessity was provided for 
by the gift of curtain cubicles for three wards. 


Probably no hospital the size of the Leonard Morse Hospital can 
boast such a complete equipment. Through the efforts of individuals 
and organizations listed in the Superintendent’s report, we have add- 
ed a Barach-Thurston Oxygen Tent, Hess Incubator, Heidbrink Gas 
Oxygen Machine for obstetrical ward, modern obstetrical table, eight 
new bassinets and a Frozen Section Machine. The new X-Ray 
equipment, purchased .from the Picker X-Ray Corporation by the 
Hospital with funds contributed, is the last word in modern X-Ray 
service and its installation produces the greatest efficiency in the 
most economical manner. It is hoped that in the near future the 
Hospital may be provided with funds to obtain a bedside X-Ray for 
the comfort and convenience of the patients. 


_. Much favorable comment has been elicited from the various 
visiting physicians who have had occasion to use the Hospital, for its 
modern and complete equipment. 


While the Hospital buildings suffered little damage from the 
windstorm last summer, the pavilion being the only section damaged, 
the trees that made the surroundings so beautiful were destroyed and 
created a very serious fire hazard. As no Hospital funds were avail- 
able to clean up the grounds, application for Federal help was made 
by the Trustees at a conference of Town Department Heads called 
by the Selectmen. Due to the serious hazard, a grant was given and, 
through the wonderful cooperation of the local P. W. A., the grounds 
around the Hospital proper were cleared. There is still a real danger 
in the woods surrounding the institution and it is hoped that the P. 
W. A. work will be extended to include the clearing of this fire haz- 
ard, so that the danger from this source will be eliminated this 
spring. 


During the year 1288 patients were cared for, against 1188 for 
1937. The increase in business was 100, of which 86 were private 
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room cases. This is supporting evidence of the need of the new 
wing. In the Maternity Department 217 babies were recorded, 
against 222 for 1937—a decrease of 5. While the business has in- 
creased and the doctors and patients have had every consideration 
possible in the way of service, equipment and comfort, the cost of 
doing business has increased also. With all surplus funds depleted, 
income from investments decreased and bills receivable increasing 
due to present conditions, the Hospital has been unable to meet its 
financial obligations on time. A committee of the Trustees, ap- 
pointed by the President, has made an exhaustive study of the situa- 
tion and it is hoped that their recommendations will result in econo- 
mies that will enable the Hospital to carry on without calling on the 
Town for assistance—a request which has not been necessary since 
1921. 


The collection of bills due the Hospital is one of the hardest 
tasks to perform. To adopt business methods in this connection 
is considered severe, but the institution must pay its bills promptly. 
If the revenue is not sufficient to take care of the expenses, either 
the rates must be increased, an appeal made to the Town for help, 
establish a drive for funds, or cut expenses, which might, of neces- 
sity, impair the service to the patient. Every effort is being made 
to economize and effect savings without any curtailment of service. 


The average cost per patient for 1938 was $6.278. It must be 
recognized that a great many persons are unable to pay the full cost 
of good hospital care. If they are to have an equal chance of re- 
covery to health, the Hospital must be able to give them good care 
at a price they can pay. This is made possible only by endowment 
income and current gifts. There is no more worthy work than hav- 
ing a part in relieving the sufferings of those to whom hospitalization 
is an expense beyond their means. The Trustees hope that individ- 
uals in the Community, who are in a position to do so, will assist ma- 
terially by remembering the Leonard Morse Hospital.

and to the Consultants, who have so freely assisted in connection 
with ward cases, in many instances at a considerable personal ex- 
pense. Our Visiting Staff, as always, has faithfully served the Hos- 
pital at all times and we are greatly indebted to these doctors for 
the work they are doing and the time they are giving to ward ser- 
vice.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Board of Trustees of The Leonard Morse Hospital: 


It gives me much pleasure to submit the report of the accom- 
plishments and activities of the past year. 


Admissions to the Hospital during this period numbered 1288 
which was a gain of one hundred more patients than the previous 
year of 1937. Although the daily average of patients increased from 
35.9 to 39.7, the length of stay decreased from 11.3 to 10.9.

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The closing of the Training School and the shortage of nurses 
created a serious problem in caring for the patients. In January 
1938, an affiliation was made with the Household Nursing School of 
Boston for training Attendant Nurses. An instructor teaches and 
supervises their work and after a year in the Hospital the students 
return to Boston for further instruction. The Graduate Nursing 
Service supplemented by the Attendant Nurses has proved to be a 
satisfactory solution. 


We acknowledge our gratitude to the Ladies’ Aid Association for 
their close relationship to the Hospital. Through their generous do- 
nations it was possible to purchase a Hess Incubator for the nursery, 
an Oxygen Tent, a Heidbrink Gas Oxygen Machine for the Delivery 
Room and awnings for the private patients’ rooms. Quantities of 
surgical dressings have been made by the various members who have 
met at the Hospital weekly. 


The Nurses’ Alumnae Association together with the nurses at 
the Hospital have been active in raising money for new equipment. 
To them is due the credit for the MacEachern Obstetrical Table, the 
Wagenstein Apparatus, eight bassinets for the nursery and two large 
rugs for the living room at the Hunnewell Nurses’ Home. 


' Through the generosity of the American Legion, a Frozen Sec- 
tion Machine was added to the Operating Room equipment. 


Each year the Clinical Laboratory and the X-ray Department 
become more active with a notable increase in the number of ex- 
aminations made. 


Through kind friends, the Waiting Room was refurnished and 
seven bedside table lamps for private rooms and two wheel chairs 
were purchased. An iron hand rail was placed on both sides of the 
steps at the front entrance. 


We are most grateful to the many friends of the Hospital, who, 
through their gifts and loyalty not only contribute to our support, 
but remember us with gifts of magazines, flowers, fruit and toys. 
Without their interest the Hospital would not be able to carry on its 
work. 


Appreciation is expressed to the Board of Trustees for their 
continued support and acknowledgment is made to the members of 
the Medical Staff and the employed staff of the Hospital for their 
splendid cooperation.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 


The Board of Public Welfare has carried one of the heaviest and 
unquestionably most difficult civic responsibilities for which govern- 
ment is charged. Speaking only of the years since 1933, our office 
facilities have been inadequate and there is need for more office 
space, the present quarters being greatly overcrowded. It has been 
subject to great fluctuations in work, due to repeated and almost 
continuous changes in CWA, ERA, and WPA policies and projects. 


The administration of relief disbursement is an important and, 
should be, a skilled job. The need for relief for masses of people 
results from impoverishment of the community as well as from individ- 
ual capacity. The depression has brought about both. 


The recession, which some of us remember, is a partial explana- 
tion for heavier relief costs in 1938. The need for relief is compar- 
able to the need for help for any other incapacity. In sickness we 
turn to the doctor, in legal difficulties we turn to the lawyer and for 
relief troubled people should be able to turn to the Board of Public 
Welfare. The right to privacy should be theirs. Poverty has been 
treated as a crime in the past which we hope we have outlived, es- 
pecially in dealing with the aged and infirm, as well as dependent 
children. 


A large amount of additional work has been placed upon us due 
to the numerous statistical reports required both by the state and 
federal governments. This additional work has become necessary, in 
part, due to the fact that both state and federal governments con- 
tribute financially to both Old Age Assistance and Aid to Depend- 
ent Children. It is required that visits be made regularly and records 
kept according to government requirements and each case must pass 
both state and federal investigation before being accepted and all 
must be audited by certified auditors sent out by the government. 
We are pleased to report that not one case has been lost by our De- 
partment. 


Relief in all forms has risen beyond the point where it can be 
called temporary and nobody can estimate, with any degree of ac- 
curacy, its peak. Both Congress and the General Court have many 
bills up for consideration which, if enacted, will mean considerably 
more expense. 


The town physician has also been forced to give much more of 
his time to caring for approximately 300 aged persons, 53 mothers 
with a total of 117 dependent children and from 600 to 800 tempo- 
rary aid cases. Natick has been complimented on having one of the 
best medical set-ups in the Commonwealth. The Board has tried to 
administer the Department fairly and impartially, weighing carefully 
the call for relief as well as the burden on the tax payer. 
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The Board of Public Welfare desires to express its appreciation 
of all assistance rendered which has helped in the satisfactory ad- 
ministration of the Department; especially the Leonard Morse Hos- 
pital and Natick Visiting Nurse Association. 


A complete report of receipts and expenditures will be found in 
the report of the Town Auditor on another page.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN PLANNING BOARD 


January 3, 1939 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 


This report covers the first year of the reorganized Planning 
Board as provided for in the acceptance by the town of Chapter 211 
of the Acts of 1936. The principal change has been the administra- 
tive work added by acting as the earlier Board of Survey. 


The Planning Board have held hearings and accepted the fol- 
lowing plat layouts: 

Wildwood Shores—Northerly Section. 

Lakewood. 


Preliminary discussion has been held on two others. 


The layout for the Travis Estates off Hartford Street was passed 
upon and a report made to the Board of Selectmen acting for the 
last time as the Board of Survey. 


At the annual Town Meeting the Planning Board sponsored ar- 
ticles in the warrant to revise the Building Code and Zoning By- 
laws in several important points. 


(a) The most important to the town as a whole was the in- 
crease in the minimum lot sizes to 10,000 square feet for Single 
Residence Districts and 8,500 square feet for all other districts (Sec- 
tion 4.4.6). Natick is far enough from Boston so that its people may 
justly expect to have a reasonable yard space to separate neighbors 
and to allow a little gardening if they are so inclined. Our recom- 
mendations were carefully considered for Natick needs and no at- 
tempt was made to emulate several adjoining towns where the mini- 
mum lot sizes range from 15,000 square feet to one acre suiting the 
wishes of a majority of their people. 


The Real Estate Committee of the Natick Board of Trade fav- 
ored our suggestions. 

(b) To meet a growing demand a new section was added to the 
By-Laws (Section 17.1.3) regulating the locations for building over- 
night camps and parking trailers. This provided for the approval 
by the Board of Health of the sanitary facilities at each location be- 
fore issue of a permit by the Building Inspector. 


The following Rules were formulated by the Natick Board of 
Health after a conference with our board: 


“Public Health Rules and Regulations 
Town of Natick 
Trailer Camps and Over-Night Cabins 
May 18, 1938. 
All trailer camps and over-night cabins must be licensed, 
must provide at least 600 square feet area per unit (trailer, 


167 


cottage, etc.), must keep a register of guests, limit contin- 
uous residence to a maximum of 90 days; must provide one 
toilet and one bath tub or shower for each sex for every five 
units and one urinal for every five units to be located not 
more than 200 feet from the units; and one two-compart- 
ment laundry tub and a slop sink equipped with running 
water for every eight units. All plumbing and electric wir- 
ing must be in accordance with the local codes; stoves and 
fuel must be of types approved by the Fire Marshal. The 
use of dry or chemical toilets in trailers while in the camp 
is prohibited. There must be a cesspool or sewer connection 
for emptying chemical toilets. An adequate number of gar- 
bage cans are required and either individual kitchens or an 
adequate community kitchen approved by the Board of 
Health. The maintenance of sanitary conditions in and 
around the buildings are required at all times.” 


A year of experience has shown the need of added revisions to 
our code to meet these conditions and a warrant article will be sub- 
mitted to cover such changes at the next town meeting. 

(c) The general character of the land and building trends in 
South Natick caused the Planning Board to submit an article to in- 
crease the rating of a large section principally south of the Charles 
River from General to Single Residence District. A general con- 
fusion regarding the area included and the intents was evident at 
the public hearing held in anticipation of the town meeting. 


The Planning Board therefore moved that the two articles on 
this subject be referred back to the Board for further study and 
hearings and a report at the next annual town meeting. 


Our report is appended to this annual report. 


The board received from the local W. P. A. office the completed 
files of the Sidewalk and Street Survey Project including: 

1. A 67-page loose leaf book showing the location and 
layouts of the streets.. 

2. Two books containing 266 street maps 18” x 9” and 
arranged alphabetically. 

3. One box of 6” x 4” index cards containing data rela- 
tive to the sidewalks and street survey. 


This material was in excellent form and will be a helpful addi- 
tion to our records. Our appreciation was sent to the local W. P. 
A. office and is repeated here. 


We met with other town officers in May and discussed further 
projects. A favorable report was sent the Selectmen in reply to 
their question—‘‘Does the Planning Board believe a W. P. A. Pro- 
ject for the construction of a sewer on Speen and Hartford Streets 
a suitable project and the location in question one of first priority.” 


The Planning Board favor additional projects for the following 
subjects should the present W. P. A. setup continue and men are 
available: 

1. Numbering the streets throughout the town. 


2. Rounding off existing street corners at intersections 
so as to meet with present rules. 
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A show window in a vacant store was made available to the 
Planning Board for exhibition purposes during the early summer. 
We were able to show many maps and photographs during those 
weeks and hope that it may have served to familiarize Natick people 
with their town and its facilities. We want to express our appre- 
ciation to the Natick Merchants Association for their courtesy in 
making this possible. 


The Planning Board considered and reported its opinions to the 
Board of Appeals with respect to five cases which came up for hear- 
ings. 


The strong sentiment apparent against the Out-of-Door Moving 
Picture Theater during the hearing before the Natick Board of Se- 
lectmen caused that body to refuse a permit in May. It is with 
considerable regret that we learned of the approval of a similar per- 
mit by our neighboring town’s Board of Selectmen in view of the 
fact that the location is so close and the problems facing Natick are 
practically the same as though the theater was located within Na- 
tick. 


No report of 1938 is complete without its story of the Hurricane 
of September 21st. Natick received its share of the ruin left from 
the wind and its toll of buildings damaged and trees torn up or 
splintered. We were in turn favored by our location in that the 
flood did but little harm and we were to the east of the heaviest 
damage in the track of this unusual and unwelcome occurrence. 


In a report filed with the Massachusetts State Planning Board 
immediately after the hurricane the following damage estimates were 
made based upon information then at hand: 

Number of Dwellings damaged: 

125 Roofs requiring rebuilding. 
200 Roofs requiring reshingling. 
200 Chimneys blown down. 
No dwellings destroyed. 
Number of other buildings damaged: 
75 Garages destroyed. 
also many sheds, poultry houses, etc. 
Number of shade trees lost: 
2000 along the streets. 
1000 more damaged—must be cut down. 
5000 on private property. 
Number of fruit trees lost: 
1000 all on private property. 


Estimated value of the crop loss $10,000.00 
Estimated damage to highways (incl. sidewalks) $12,000.00 


Estimated value of damage to buildings 
and orchards $250,000.00 


A letter received by our board from the U. S. District Engineer 
cautions all persons and town departments against throwing into 
water courses the debris from the storm such as tree stumps, bran- 
ches or trunks all of which are likely to cause future flood damage 
by damming the flow. 
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Perhaps the hurricane, certainly a shortage of funds has been 
responsible for the inability of our board to proceed with the Mas- 
ter Plan as we had wished. 


We are now hoping that during 1939 we can work on some of 
the earlier plat developments which exist in Natick. It is perhaps 
peculiar to our situation that we have nearly a score of such de- 
velopments left from earlier years when locations adjacent to our 
lakes were exploited as summer camps for people from the city. 


Many buildings so constructed for temporary occupation in 
warm weather have now been converted to year around use as per- 
manent homes. The automobile, and the depression have contribu- 
ted heavily to these conditions in recent years. 


The transition provides a problem in adapting these homes to 
the functions of the town and in providing them with the services 
of roads which are suitable and utilities necessary for groups of 
people remote from the main part of town. The original physical 
layouts are generally inadequate for the new uses and difficult to 
modify. It need not have occurred if our present rules had been in 
effect thirty years ago. 


The Planning Board have prepared a new set of Rules for New 
Street and Lot Developments after study by a special subcomm.t- 


tee. These new rules were adopted by the board as of December 
21> 1938: 


1. Width of Streets. Residential Streets shall be laid out 40 
feet or more in width, and shall have 28 feet or more of traffic way 
between curbs. The Planning Board may require streets, which in 
its judgment may become major traffic streets, to be 70 feet or more 
in width. Extensions of existing streets shall be kept at the same 
or a greater width, unless a variation is deemed advisable by the 
Planning Board or other authorized board. 


2. Sidewalks. 15 percent of the street width shall be reserved 
for each sidewalk and included planting space, unless the Board 
deems existing conditions justify a variation from this requirement. 


3. Corners. All corners formed by intersections or by abrupt 
changes in direction of streets shall be rounded, and shall have a 
radius of not less than 15 feet at the curb line. 


4. Grades. Unless otherwise specially permitted, streets shall 
be laid out so that the grade shall not be more than 7% on minor 
streets, nor less than %4%, and on major streets not more than 4%. 


5. Width of Lots. In general, plans for a residential develop- 
ment will not be approved if building lots have a street frontage of 
less than 50 feet, or in the case of a corner lot, 60 feet. 


6. Petitions. Petitions for the approval of plans for street and 
lot developments shall be made on forms obtained at the office of 
the Superintendent of Public Works, and shall be submitted to him 
with the plans. 


7. Plans. All plans and profiles submitted of a development 
shall be on sheets of uniform size. The following sizes may be 
used: 24 x 30 inches; 24 x 36 inches; 24 x 42 inches; and, in special 
cases, upon approval of the Board, other sizes. All drawings sub- 
mitted shall be made upon tracing cloth with water-proof drawing 
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ink. All existing features shall be shown by black lines and all pro- 
posed features by red lines. 


Unless otherwise directed by the Superintendent of Public 
Works, the horizontal scale of all plans shall be 40 feet to an inch 
and the vertical scale 8 feet to an inch. 


Another plan of the district, on a smaller scale if necessary, 
showing the adjoining lands, streets and ways near the proposed de- 
velopment, shall be presented if required. 


All elevations shall refer to the Natick Public Works Depart- 
ment Base or other bench mark approved by the Superintendent of 
Public Works. 


The title of a plan shall state the location, the scales and bench- 
mark used, the date and the name and address of the owner and of 
the surveyor. ~ 


Plans of a proposed development shall show all existing and 
proposed street and lot lines included therein, with figures accurate- 
ly describing all widths of streets, angles, tangents, radii and arcs, 
areas of all lots, length of lot lines, and including distances to the 
nearest established points on all intersected streets, also angles and 
distances to nearest established street line; it shall show all build- 
ings, fences and walls, boundary monuments, passage-ways, rights 
of way, easements, waterways and natural drainage courses; it shall 
show names of abuttors, all buildings and physical features on abut- 
ting property that are within 60 feet of the boundary lines of the 
tract; it shall show ties to all controlling points in the lines of the 
proposed streets, and a north point. If any portion of the plot is to 
be dedicated to public use for a park, a playground or other purpose, 
the information shall be shown on the plan. If required, natural 
surface elevations must be shown on the plans by contour lines in 
brown ink, of five feet elevation intervals, at least fifty feet back of 
the street lines on both sides. 


8. Street Plans. All street plans shall have a profile showing 
existing surfaces, the center line in a fine, black, solid line, the right 
side line in a fine, black, dotted line, and the left side line in a fine, 
black, dash line, with figures in black showing the existing ground 
elevations on the center line at every 50 foot station and oftener 
when necessary to show abrupt changes in surfaces. The profile 
shall show on the right and left sides all intersecting paved walks 
and drive-ways, and the stations of the side lines and the elevation 
of the sills of all buildings on the proposed streets. 


A PROPOSED center line grade shall be shown by a red line, 
and red figures shall show proposed grade elevations at every 50 
foot station except in vertical curves, where they shall be shown at 
every 25 foot station. The profile drawing shall include also a cross 
section showing the proposed shape of the surface of the street and 
the sub-surface construction. 


Plans of proposed streets shall show proposed drainage of sur- 
face water, and, where possible, proposed connection with the town 
sewerage system. 


If a street plan as submitted does not extend through to another 
street, a possible extension shall be shown. The Board will not ap- 
prove plans having so-called Reservation Strips that would prevent 
further extension of development. 
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Set-back building lines, as provided by the Building Code of Na- 
tick (Divs. 4. 4. 2 and 17. 1. 4) or otherwise established, shall be 
shown upon the plan by dotted lines marked BUILDING LIMIT. 
The petitioner may submit preliminary pencil sketches of plot lay- 
outs to the Planning Board, at a regular meeting, for assistance and 
advice in preparing final plans. 


9. Bounds. Before any street or way shall be approved by the 
Board, the petitioner shall cause to be placed in such street or way, 
at all angle points, at the beginning and end of all curves thereof, 
and at all intersections of streets and ways therein, stone bounds, of 
granite or suitable reinforced concrete, not less than four (4) feet 
in length and not less than six (6) inches in section. 


Said bounds shall be set in said streets and ways on the actual 
lines, corners and angles, the top to be on the approved grade. Ref- 
erence points to be drill-holes in top of said bounds. Location of 
same to be indicated on the plan. 


If the Board deems it advisable, said street or way may be ap- 
proved provided a bond or a sum of money has been deposited with 
the Town Treasurer to cover the cost of setting stone bounds, and 
if, within a reasonable time, the petitioners have not placed said 
stone bounds, in position as indicated, then the Board may order this 
work done, and the cost be charged against said bond or deposit. 
If the work is done by the petitioner, then the bond or deposit shall 
be returned by the Town Treasurer. 


10. Construction of Streets. Streets built as private ways shall 
not be laid out as public streets unless constructed or reconstructed 
in accordance with specifications approved by the Board of Public 
Works and subject to inspection by the Superintendent of Public 
Works during construction. The specifications shall call for re- 
moval of all loam, stumps and other unsuitable sub-grade material, 
wherever found, to a depth of 30 inches below finished grade, pro- 
vision for underdrainage wherever required and for at least six inch- 
es of good gravel or approved equivalent in upper layer of sub- 
grade—the sub-grade surface to be 6 inches below the finished sur- 
face for the roadway and 4 inches for sidewalks. Slopes of side 
embankments shall not be steeper than 1 foot in 2, and shall be 
covered with 6 inches or more of good loam, well rolled and seeded. 
Apply to the Superintendent of Public Works for approved specifi- 
cations for top surface and for inspection of work in progress. 


11. Street Names. Names of proposed streets submitted for 
approval shall not duplicate any street name existing in the town, 
and shall be pencilled on the plans until they have been approved. 


12. Hearing. Upon receipt of plans with petition for their ap- 
proval in due form, the Superintendent of Public Works shall forth- 
with submit them to the Planning Board, who thereupon shall ar- 
range a suitable time for a public hearing. ‘The hearing shall be ad- 
vertised once in each of two successive weeks in a newspaper pub- 
lished in the Town, the last publication to be at least three days be- 
fore the hearing. After the hearing the Board may approve the 
plans as presented or with such alterations as it may order shown 
thereon.* 


13. Recording. Applicant may retain the approved tracings for 
record in the Registry of Deeds provided he furnishes the Board 
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with a tracing-cloth copy of each, which shall be signed by the 
Board and the Town Clerk. A certificate shall then be endorsed on 
the original approved tracings by the Board that all laws applicable 
thereto have been complied with, as required for registry. 


14, Expenses. To defray any necessary expenses, such as ad- 
vertising, etc., a deposit of fifteen (15) dollars will be required to be 
made with the Planning Board at the time of filing the said petition. 
Any unexpended balance will be returned to the applicant, and any 
expense in excess of the said deposit must be promptly paid upon 
notice of the amount thereof. 


The board have spent considerable time in collecting and bind- 
ing together maps and descriptions of the property taken from deeds 
covering the town property. There are still a number of incomplete 
sections and our board will welcome any information from individ- 
uals or town departments covering titles to parcels which are now 
missing from our files. 


We want to express our appreciation of the many occasions 
when the Planning Board has received the cooperation of other town 
departments during the year. 


We are also indebted to neighboring towns for information pro- 
vided to us from Dover, Weston, Wellesley, Wayland, Sherborn, and 
Framingham, also Melrose and Arlington. 


The usual cooperation has come from the State Planning Board, 
the Division of Town Planning and the Massachusetts Federation of 
Planning Boards.

Report of the Planning Board with reference to Articles 39 and 
40 of the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting, March 7, 1938. 


The Town Meeting voted to refer these articles to the Planning 
Board for additional study and hearings. 


The Planning Board met with the South Natick Improvement 
Association at the new school on November 15, 1938. 
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The principal objection to these articles was due to the proposed 
striking out of the Manufacturing District No. 5 as called for in 
Article 39. Further objections to Article 40 (the proposed Single- 
family Residence No. 7) were indefinite. 


The Planning Board have voted to submit to the Annual Town 
Meeting in March, 1939, a revised article calling for the creation of a 
new Single-family Residence District No. 7 in South Natick, but 
leaving as at present the Manufacturing District No. 5 


The new article is included in the 1939 warrant with this change 
from that submitted as Article 40 in 1938. 


No new article will replace Article 39 of the Warrant for 1938. 


The Planning Board believe the proposed changes with these 
revisions should pass.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens: 


We present herewith the eighteenth annual report of the Com- 
missioners.

In conjunction with the State and County, under General Laws, 
Chapter 90, the reconstruction of the South end of Union Street, 
which was started last year, was finished and North Main Street, 
from the Wayland Town Line Southerly to the South side of the 
North Cemetery, a distance of 5,183 feet, was reconstructed with a 
broken stone base penetrated with asphalt and the top surface being 
of the Type I composition. 


Pegan Brook, with labor and a portion of the material supplied 
by the W. P. A., and money appropriated by Town Meeting for ma- 
terial and tools, and supervision and equipment furnished by this 
Department, was covered by a cement culvert from Forest Avenue 
and running in a Westerly direction to Oakland Street. 


A twelve inch concrete pipe underground drain, including nine 
catch basins and two manholes, was laid in Hartford Street, at a 
point about three hundred feet West of Speen Street and running 
Westerly a distance of 950 feet. with labor and a portion of the ma- 
terial supplied by the W. P. A., and money appropriated by Town 
Meeting for material and tools and supervision and equipment fur- 
nished by this Department.

The hurricane of September 21st will long be remembered by 
the vast devastation left in its wake. 


Nearly one half of the shade trees along the street lines were 
blown down or uprooted and in most cases laid directly across the 
streets completely blocking nearly all of them. 


With the aid of the new power shovel, which was purchased dur- 
ing the year, nearly all of the streets were made passable within 
twenty-four hours after the hurricane had abated and within a week 
after the hurricane with the aid of the power shovel all of the trees 
and stumps, with a few exceptions, were removed from along the line 
of the streets. 


In doing this work the new shovel demonstrated its worth as 
with its use we were able to complete the work in the shortest pos- 
sible time, otherwise the Town would have been obliged to hire out- 
side equipment or the work would have been delayed indefinitely.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The past year the weekly meetings of the Board continued 
through extended hours, on many occasions past midnight, and then 
not all the business was completed. 


We have encouraged the townspeople to appeal to the Board 
when a problem arises and we believe they have taken advantage of 
this offer. The Board is happy and willing to render this service; 
our only regret is that we are not always successful in obtaining the 
expected results. 


On March 25th Edward J. Murphy was retired from the Police 
Department. We regret seeing these police officers leave the depart- 
ment; time marches on, youth must be served. The Board extends 
wishes for many years of health and happiness to Officer Murphy. 


The Board, with deep feeling has recorded the death of Charles 
H. Hollis, Sealer of Weights and Measures, a devoted and courteous 
department official. 


Mary A. Griffin was appointed Special Police Officer for the 
Natick School Department. We believe this is the first appointment 
of a woman police officer for the Town of Natick. 


Many hearings were held this year on various petitions, our out- 
standing one was the drive-in theatre on a petition-of William H. 
Walsh. After a public hearing the Board voted not to grant the same. 


The new Police Station and Court House was turned over to the 
Town by the Building Committee, a beautiful structure inside and 
out. We sincerely commend the Committee that was in charge of 
this project. 


This year was marked by two Special Town Meetings, September 
12th and December 6th. 


The outstanding event of the year which affected mostly every 
citizen was the hurricane of September 21st. All the Town Depart- 
ments met with the Board of Selectmen to discuss the damages done 
and immediate action was taken for relief. 


To the Highway, Park, Tree, Fire, Police, and W. P. A. Depart- 
ments, the Board extends a vote of thanks and appreciation for the 
speedy and efficient manner in which the emergency was handled. 


The W. P. A. continues to be an active department of the Town. 
The total payroll for the year was $301,600.00, the cost to the Town 
was $75,907.00, the average weekly employed was 385 persons. 28,123 
feet of new water pipe was laid, the total water pipe laid since the 
beginning of the relief program is 1134 miles. 18,376 feet of sidewalks 
were built, 615,102 lbs. of food was received at the Commissary valued 
at $37,497, 17,843 articles of clothing was received valued at $10,508.00. 
We received during the year $7,783.00 worth of Federal Aid materials. 
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The Board takes this opportunity to extend their sincere appre- 
ciation to all the Town Departments for their fine spirit of co-opera- 
tion which we enjoyed throughout the year.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL SURVEY COMMITTEE 


At the annual town meeting held in March, 1937, the following 
vote was passed: 

“Voted, that a school survey committee of five be appointed to 
study the school housing situation and make such recommendations 
for repairs, consolidations, additions and new buildings as seem re- 
quired, that said committee present its recommendations in order as 
the need seems apparent, that said committee have prepared rough 
plans and secure estimates of the cost of their suggested repairs, 
additions or new buildings, that the committee do whatever else they 
deem necessary to enable them to present to the Town full and com- 
plete information concerning the present and anticipated school hous- 
ing requirements, and that said committee report at a future town 
meeting.” 


To make the foregoing vote effective the Moderator appointed in 
May, 1937, the following committee: 


William R. Bigelow, Esq., Chairman, 


Edward F. Brennan Austin H. Fittz 
Harold W. Fairbanks Thomas W. Sheehan 


Austin H. Fittz was subsequently elected Secretary. 


Early in the spring of 1938, Judge Bigelow resigned as chairman 
and Thomas W. Sheehan was elected chairman in his place. Richard 
H. Potter was appointed to the committee to succeed Judge Bigelow. 


At the town meeting held in September, 1938, the committee 
reported in favor of: (1) the abandonment of the Nathan Rice School; 
(2) the construction of a two-room addition to the Oak Grove School; 
(3) the construction of a two-room addition to the Bacon School; 
(4) the erection of a new six-room building to replace the Lincoln 
School: all this work to be done with the aid of P. W.A. funds. 


The Town voted in favor of the two additions to the Oak Grove 
and Bacon Schools, but did not vote in favor of replacing the Lincoln 
School. P.W.A. funds were not allotted for the two additions and 
so the vote of the Town has not been carried out. 


Thomas W. Sheehan has since resigned from the committee and 
Richard H. Potter has been elected chairman to succeed him. The 
Moderator has appointed Francis J. Winch to succeed Mr. Sheehan. 


The prospective tax rate for the coming year is so high that the 
committee deems it unwise to make any recommendations at the pres- 
ent time in the way of changes in the school plant, inadequate and 
unsatisfactory as that plant is, that would increase the tax burden 
that our citizens must bear in the near future.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN COUNSEL 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I wish to submit the following report of my activities for the 
year 1938. 


The case of Mary E. Farr, Executrix, vs. Town of Natick was 
tried in the Middlesex Superior Court and judgment was entered for 
the plaintiff. This case resulted from the defective condition of a 
fence bordering on the westerly side of Washington Street. 


The following cases were settled out of Court upon my recom- 
mendation: Hurley vs. Natick, Keough vs. Natick, Harper vs. Natick, 
Kruger vs. Natick, Gleason vs. Natick, and also one claim, arising out 
of a defect in a public way was settled without suit having been 
brought. 


Considerable time and effort was required to clean up the finan- 
cial difficulties involved in the new South Natick School Project. I 
have just been informed that a satisfactory solution has been reached 
and that the final grant from the Federal Government will be forth- 
coming within a few days. 


Many of the cases against the various cities and towns for reim- 
bursement for aid furnished to needy persons have been eliminated 
due to my being employed as Special Counsel. A few of these cases 
will eventually have to be tried out in court before final adjustments 
are made. 


The case of Waltham vs. Natick is at present being tried before 
an Auditor. Hearings will be completed within a few weeks. 


I have assisted the Finance Committee in preparing warrants and 
recommendations for the various town meetings throughout the year. 


I have been called upon for opinions by the various Town Depart- 
ments numbering about one hundred. 


I wish to extend my thanks to all of the Town Officials for their 
co-operation and courtesy.
